A correspondent writes from a point 


in Washington Territory stating thut the 
cultivation o£ alfalfa has recently been 
uudvxtaknn there upon qnito an extun- 
sive scale, unfl that it promises wall. 
But considerable diffloutty is uietiu cur- 
,ug and handling tbe buy HO tlint ihe 
Ii-Hvew do not drop tiff whilo loading or 
unloading, leaving nothing but the 
woody stalUa to go to tbe stack. This 
i* a difficulty which all beginners in 
nlftilfa growing have to contend with, 
und it is indeed the only objection that 
can be urged against the cultivation of 
alfalfa. 
But u little cure will obviate 


this difSonlty and enable tha farmer to 
handle the entire crop without loss. 
la the firat nlace, alfalla should ba out 
jnst as soon" as it is well in blossom. 
Do not wail for all tho stalks to bloom, 
but as soon as the flowers are generally 
open put the mower or. 
II there be 


any delay in this the stalks will becomo 
so hard and t'-ugh that stock will not 
touch them, while, when cut at exactly 
th proper stago, there will be no waste 
but every particle of the hay will be 
greedily consumed. 
If the weather be 


very warm the hay should not be al- 
lowed to lie mere than two or three 
hours after cutting before it is raked 
into winrowa, and by nighfall of the 
8 ime day it should be all in tbe cock. 
Do not allow it to become dry before 
raking. Kntber should this be done 
immediately after it is well wilted and 
before muuh drying has been done. As 
ibe hay will dry a great deal after being 
cocked up in a warm climate, there need 
oe almost no fear of raking too quiukly. 
If the fluid be not too large it will be 
tonnd that morning is the best time to 
iinul tbe hay or stack it. At midday the 
hay becomes very dry and brittle, and 
large 
quantities 
will 
be 
lost. 


As 
these 
are 
tho 
most 
nutri- 


tious part of the plant, it is well to 
cover the bottom of the wogon tightly 
with boards so that the loose leave may 
not be lost. These should be put 
fit 


• men into the mangers, where they will 
be greedily devoured as a port of bonne 
bonehe by all kied of stock. More or 
less dropping of leaves cannot be pre- 
vented; but if the raking be done quick- 
ly after cutting, and the hay then be 
hauled quickly to tho barn, the loss will

Sainfoin and Airnlfit in Missouri. 


At the Missouri Agricultural College 


experiments were made last year with 
vuriom kinds of forage plants, includ- 
ing Alsiko clover, three varieties of red 
clover, sainfoin (onobrychis sativa] and 
alfalfa. 
The results o£ the experiments 


with tho two last-named plants are of 
special interest in California. 
Little is 


practically known heie yet with refer- 
ence to sainfoin, though Considerable 
interest has been exciteil here concern- 
ing it. The seed of this plant was sown 
early in the Spring, and it headed out 
the latter 
part 
of April. In 
Hay 


the seed wa» ripe, but the grass re- 
mained green for a long time bub~>o- 
quenth. It bad a good leafage, aud 
promised w< 11 both as a pasturage and 
Eod.ler crop. It was in bloom by May 
1st, anil seemed to btf vi-ry attractive 10 
the bees, which covered tha olossonis 
thickly. This wou.d seem to furnish a 
good "hint to bee-keepers in Cnliform-i, 
who have beon slow to adopi/ tlio East- 
ern idoa of planting crops especially fur 
the purpose of fur .ishing forage for 
tlioir bees. It may be remarked by tho 
wav, that in Colorado muuh alfalfa is 
grown for this purpose, and the honey 
made therefrom is of exceptional wkito- 
aess and good flavor. The experience 
with alfalfa at the station was equally 
good with sainfoin. 
It was found to re- 


sist the cold weather pe fectly and grew 
vigorously, 
notwithstanding the fact 


that other grains were backward. The 
drouth prevented a large crop from be- 
ing harvested, but enough was done to 
demonstrate that it is a valuable forage 
plant in Missoiiri as elsewhere whnn it 
has been experimented with.—Southern 
Californian.
